The rapid distribution of property 


under the American system is strikingly 
illustrated by the experience of Califor- 
nia. Thirty years ago a lew indmdn- 
alt owned rast tracts of land, grants of 
more than 100,000 acres each baring 
toeen repeatedly made. John A. Sutler, 
who died a pensioner on the Gorern- 
mect, once owned about 50,000 acres 
including the site of the City of Sacra- 
mento. With a faw exceptions the pro- 
prietors of these great estates became 
poor. In 1850 there were only 872 farms 
in California; by the last census there 
were 35,934. "Perhaps San Francisco," 
says the Bulletin of that city, "is a bet- 
ter illustration of the social force to 
whigh reference is made than the State 
at large. This county contains 27,000 
acres. Of these 3,277.54 are Govern- 
ment reservations. This ieft a total 
area of 23,722 acres. Of these 11,078.- 
56 acres, or nearly one-half, were 
granted by the Mexican Government to 
thirteen individuals. 
The remaining 


12,693,44 belonged to the pueblo in 
trust for its inhabitants. Nearly the 
whole of this area was grabbed by a 
score or so of squatters masquerading 
as the inhabitants of San Francisco. 
The whole peninsula may be said to 
have been owned once by less than 
forty persons. 
But there are now not 


less than 40,600 property-owners who 
pay taies. While this tremendous so- 
cial force is in operation we need have 
no feara for the future of our Govern- 
ment. The efficient agents of the sys- 
tem are the distribution which takes 
place at death, and taxes. No doubt in 
some of the earlier cases improridence 
and inability to comprehend the new 
social phenomena by which they were 
surrounded accelerated 
distribution.

The Clippers aad the Railroads. 


A New York dispatch says the at- 


tempt of the Pacific Railroads to cripple 
the clipper lines by forcing certain 
merchants to make special contracts, is 
likely to fail, as several shippers express 
a determination to stand by the clippers 
who, in retain, are willing to do belter 
by shippers than heretofore. Agents of 
the clipper lines point to the fact that 
while the railroads are endeavoring to 
make shippers believe that it is to their 
interest tc send all of (heir goods over- 
land, the railroad themselves are send- 
ing large quantities of iron and lumber 
by clipper via Cape Horn, and clipper 
agents ask, if it is cheaper for the rail- 
reads to ship via Cape Horn, why not 
for the merchant? The railroads have 
heretofore been large shippers of rails 
via Cape Horn, and still have contracts 
for the same.

men were elected Directors: A. G.

W. "W. Chisholm and J. E. Bamberger. 
A meeting of Directors was then held, 
resulting in the election of the following 
gentlemen as officers of the company.

W. S. McCornick, Treasurer; Fntz K.

The line has every promise of a great 


success, as the grain, mineral, timber 
and stock raising interests of the south- 
ern counties have long demanded th* 
facilities of » railroad. We understand 
the company have in view an ultimate 
extension northwesterly through the 
Tmtie mining district, then westerly 
through the mining districts of Nevada 
to Eureka, and thence to California.
